THE EVOLUTION OF THE X.A,C* 

Beginning isdih 0®i©ral Donovan* a original piroposals. In June 1941» it has 
aluays been considered that a cosssmittee oost^sed of th& heads of the several 
departasntal iatelligsaee agencies ^Kwld be an easenti.al eleiaent In aiay plan 
for th© coordination of tiie national intelligenoe effort. In tloes past, 
however, there has been coosidsarable controvarsy regarding th© proper raiati^ap* 
ship between such a ccaEsuittee and th© director of amt^l intelllgenoet that 
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la, leather tha coaailtteo^a funotlon ehotxld be to advise and assist a 
direotop ladlrldMally responsible to hi^er authority? or tdasther the oonittee 
Hs€CLf shoudd fonotion as a ^Xleetlvety respcoslhOLe board otf dlreotors, the 
direotor being noerety an executive officer r^ponsibLe to it* These oonflictlDg 
concepts have been referred to In brief as ‘Uia prlnolples of indivldml versus 
eoUeoiive responsibility* 

Donovan strongdT' advocated the priooipld of individual responsibility, Inzt 
Ms ocnoept of an individual "coordinator of strategic inibnoatlem* vas too 
novel and tmdeveloped to be accepted in 1941* sblutlcn then adopted, und^ 
pressure of the uar esnergenfiy, vas the estabLi^ment of a Joint fotelligenoe 
Comsdttee tnder the Joint Chiefs of Staff* In iadtaticiin of the British JIG, 
this Comsiittee included repres^tatives of the State Department, the Board of 
IStKMCMnaio Vhrfare, and the Office of Strategio Servioes, as veil as the heads 
of the throes service intelligence agencies, but it lacked both the British team 
spirit aM suoi personal leadership and responsibility as uas vested in the 
British JIG ohalriDan* Wartime esperi«u» with the hindrances resulting firan 
diffusion of responsibility In a oonmlttee system finally ssade the oase for 
the prlnoiple of Individual responsibility* 

Several plans wr© proposed fbr a postwar organissation for the TOordinatlcm 
of the national intelllg^aoe effort. That ultimately acTo.pted was baaed on 
proposals by Donovan as modified by the JIG after a bitter internal struggle* 

It was subsequently adopted by the JCS, subjected to thorou^ eonamlnaticm by 
the Lovett Cosmsittee on behalf of the Secretary of War, and reccnanended to ibe 
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Pirosidant Igr the Seoretariee of State, War, asad la this plan the Dlredfcosf 

of Ceatral Intelligence (DCI) ma ssade respoasihld to a latloml Izxtelligeaoe 
Aatboritsr (WX&) cm!!g>osed of Secretaries of State, War, and Ilavy, and the 
eocsdttee of beads of depasHboteixt^ int^Uigenoe ageneies, called the XatelUgeacd 
Mvisotry Board (BB) v&a mda esspreoBly advisory in its relationship to hisu 
The irindlple of coUecrUve resjxdssibilltsr bad been str«asfly advocated 
before the Lovett Gcoasdttee, and bad been detHH^mteSy rejected I 37 it« In 
his presentation to the three Secretaries, Iiovett had enghasieed that the DCI 
should consult the lAB in all iiqportant natters, bat that he mast hinself retain 
the power of decision, in IceepSng with his indlTitdnal responslbili^ to the 
while reporting to the NI& az^r substantial dissent by any lAB nenber* 

Such was the approved dootrine whan the Central Ingelligence Groi^> (CIQ) was 
establishdd SNirsnant to the Fresident^s letter of 22 Jeiniaiy 1946. (See also 
MXA Bireetive Wo* 1, B Sblnruory 1946^ 

Adnlral Souers, the first Bireotccr of G^tral Intelligence, fully undeav 
stood the Lovett doctrine* At the sane time be xma carefol to cultivate the 
goodwill and cooperation of the BB isezcbera* He ccsosulted fully with th^, 
but, fhoasenob as few pLans fbr coordination and no national intelligenoe 
estinates were produced during his brief tenure, no firm precedents in BGI-.I/B 
relations were set* 

General Vandenberg succeeded Admiral Souers as DC! in June 1946*. He was 
detemiDed to make CIG an indepmdest, seif~su£fioient Intelligeneo ag^icy and 
in tbe process to reduce the departmental agencies to maall units restricted 
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to tediMoal mttesps of exoltaslvoly departsoental interest, ^(Ms determination 
toong^t him Into ocmTliot uith the meo&ers of the XAB, uiioee rioe botds were 
to be broken. The issiae came to a head in 7andenberg*s proposals that he be 
authoxdred to engage in independent intelligesase reseas^oh at his dlcoretion 
and to aet as execnitlve agent of the HIA in coordinating and supervising the 
departmental agenoies. Vandenbeorg had to forego enceoutive supervision of the 
departmental ag^>olQs» but otbaruise he did obtain from the BXi aubstantialiy 
the authority he isranted. (Sea NIA bii^eotlve No. 5» 8 July 194&} Thereafter 
he proeeeded to build up CIG in ooa^tltieo tdth the departmental agenoies 
and with scant regard for the lAB, 

was the state of affairs while the National Security Aet of 1%7 
was in pr^paratlim. The Aet established the Central Intelligenoe Agency as em 
independent agency under the direetion of the National Security Ck>uneil. Xt 
made the Director of Central Intelllgenoe solely respcussibl© for advising the 
NSC in Int^Uigenee matters^ making recoiasimidatlcms to NSC for the coordination 
of intelligence activities, preparing national int^Lligense estimtes, and 
performing such other services as the NSC might direct. The Act int^tionally 
made no reference to any eonmittee analogous to the lAB, Under its terms, 
subject to NSC direction, any consultation with the heads of the departmental 
agencies would be a matter of tixe Direotor's own oonv^iienoe and discretlcoi. 

It nay be noted paarentaietioai:iy that the National Security Act of 1947 also 
omitted any reference to the Joint Intelligence Committee, or to any intelligectca 
functi<Mi in the JC3 and Joint Staff. The JIC owes Its continued eodst^ooe to 
the discretion exercised by the JCS la or^aiBit^ the Joint Staff, The ooaafllct

between prlncli^es of individual aad oolleetive reapoaaibilitgr arose in 
that eomeetion also. Aa atteniijt was sade to eetaKLl^ individual responsibility 
by tb© dosignatiaa of a Dafaily Director of the Joint Staff f or latelllgeno® 
in obarge of tit© Joint Int^tligeaice Group, However^ inaaioDeh as the wort; of 
the Group vae subject to the revleu and approval of the JIC^ the principle of 
eoHeotlve respcmslbilily prevailed th^e and the Bepuly Olreotor for XnteO^>> 
Igenoe bees^ In effect an executive officer responsible to the JIO as a 
board of directors, 

Adzslral Hilleokoetter roQLieved General Vandenberg as Director of Central 
Intelligence on 1 May 1947* Resliaiag that Vandenberg* s embattled relations 
with the lAB had bean harmful to proper cooxdimtdon of the na-^onil intell- 
igence effort, HiUenlsoetter voluntarily sofu^t aad obtained the zwooation of 
Nil Directive Ho. 5, He hoped thereby to restore nutuBl oonfldenoe and 
cooporatlqa. However, certain me&ibers of the lAB (Adtslrel bogles and General 
Chaaborlaln} took advantage of bis oonoUlatcry attittsde to press fOr establisb* 
ment of the prinolplo of collective responsibility In the drafting of 
Intelligence Directive Ho, 1, The oasuing oontroverey became so intense that 
HUlenfeoetter requested the intervention of the Seosretary of Defense, 

Forrostal very forcefully instructed his stabordinates on this point, aad con- 
sequently KSCID-1 was dirawn up e» Admiral Hlll«»&ootter»s terms. 

lISCID-1 establishes the Intelligence Advisory Committed as it Is presently 
constituted, la oonsoaonc© with Ibe National Secfurity lot Itself, it leaves 
the Dtreotor of Central IntoUigance solely responsible for the advice, 
re<a>jBaeadation8, and intelHgenoe which he submits to the KSC, and for the 
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other sorviooa which ho perfoi^» It does require, howefver, tlmt be consult 
with the lAG vd.th respect to his rscosnaendations and estimates in order to 
obtain their eonourronce or to 3feport ang?' substantial dissent. 

Despite this further authoritative decision on the isstie of individual 
versus collective responsibilitgr. Admiral Hillenkoetter* s relations with tbs 
lAC remained strained, his antagonists having been convinced against their will. 
Certain practices and procedures which he had inherited (see below) continued 
to produce friction with the departmental agencies, and, in the clreumstanoes, 
he was unable to aioeliorate the sltuatlcaa without eoirgEtroadsing his authoidtgr 
and reoponaiblllty mder the Statute and NSCID-1, in»3 s he was not billing to 
do, Consequentljr he came to make no more use of the I AC than NSGID-1 absolutely 
required, 

Iho oontimtatlon of this xinsatlsfactory situation caused tte NSC to establish 
the DuUea^ox*ea~JaclsBon Study Grot 5 > to look Into the natter aaad reooEmaod 
remedial action. The Group’s report, dated 1 January 1949, was highly critical 
of CIA, attrfibatlag the Agency’s shortcomings primarily to the Director’s 
failure to enlist the cooperation and participation of the lAC with respect to 
both ooordimtion and estimates. The repcupt contained one internal ineonsist^w^. 
The section on coordination stressed the Director’s obligation to asoert leader- 
ship and recognised the function of the lAC as advisory, but that an estimates 
esponsed the (Petrine of collective responsibility. 

The DCI and the members of the lAG were invited to coiaaent on the Dalles 
Report and did so, the lAC members seising the oppocrtunlty to renew their drive 
to establish the principle of collective responsibillly. The NSC found -that 
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it ooald sK>t readily digest the cojHulative volttnio of ooatro'^rslal literat^ffe* 

It tJj 0 P©fbr© requested -Uie Secretaries of State and Defense to prepare a 
soocinct action paper for ltd consideration* 

'fb& Secretaries' report^ liSC 50, 1 July ’was eotmlly prepared lay 
General KktSiarney. It held that, under jocape foorthrlght leadarahip Igr the DCX, 

•th© I/SC should participate wcaee actively in the eoordimtloa of Intelligence 
activities and the adoption of national Intelligence oetlauates, bub oiCy as 
an advisory holy* It again esprassly srajected the doctrine of colleotivo 
responslMlily* It was NSC 50, not the Didles Report, which HSO finally 
adopted as direction to the Dd* 

Even this did not solve the problem, for tbs DCI axtd the XAC fbund tbenw 
selves unaKLo to agree regarding the li»plooontatl<m of NSC 50* On the ground 
that NSC ^ b®d been aystemtioally frustrated, the n^Ehers of the lAC v&re

actively preparing a now approach to the NSC designed to advance the cause of 
collective iresponalbili^ utoen Admiral Hillenfeoettw was relieved as pCI and 
General Be^ll Smith was called to talse his place. 

At hia flret meeting with the lAC, on 20 October 1950, General ardth 
annouimed a ne^ era in DCI-IAG relations, stressing the nec^esity of active 
collaboration and collective judgjaent* To some of those present his remarks 
may hove sounded like an acceptance of the principle of colloetivo respoaisibillty. 

On another occasion, however, an eaeuherant metnber of lAC averred to

The initiative in departing from this originally intended procedure ii 
attribixtable* not to Oeneral Vandenberg, bub to the lAB itself, altbov^b its 
members xsare undoubtedly influenced by ths hostilities which had already de> 
velopod over NXA Directive No,> 5.« First, IA3 m^d>ers densanded that Vanden- 
berg make his estimators stop calling for contributions from thsir overworked 
staffso Then tt^ lAB representatives refused to attend conferences with GIG, 
rosortlK^ instead to written conent on draft eatiaatoeo These dev«lo|M®nbs 
oo^)Slled CIQ to rely primasdly Mpon its own intolligeno® research, preoludad 
the possibility of reaching a consensus in Joint discussion, and redticed the 
coordination process to a solicitation, by Basil, of concurr'sno®, coament, or 
dissent from sgancies ^dioso interest was essentially n®gativa (to prevent ; 
ai^ CIO action possibly prejudicial to their own inter® sts) rather then posi- 
tive (to isake a oonstructlve contribution to the dsvolop^nt of an eirthorl- 
tetiv® national estimate) o To coHi^te th@ ruin. General Vandenberg’e 
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relations vdth tl® lAB «®r© such that he mvor siai^ttad ®n estlSMte to con- 
Bid«raii.on at a Meeting ^dth the lAB* CIQ, in effect , abandoned its Hissioa 
as coordinator to becoae a oosqpeting fifth intelligenc® ai^nogr, periiaps aor® 
objective than others because of its freedcMa fro» departmental policy bias^ 
but under a peculiar obligation to sitbiBit its product to the critioisa of Its 
competitors o The p^esdure of "coordination" idiioh evolved in these oirciii- 
stanees cotiLd hardly have boon more rigid, indirect, cuabersoBES, and storileo 
The result tfas neither true independencs of action and judgnent nor a 
collectivo effort in the na^onal interest o 

This situation was inprovod to some ©xtont during Admiral HillenkoetterOs 
time, but the basic pattern remined unchanged^ Uisicr the terns of DCID-3/i» 

8 Ju3y I9li8, CIA undertook to notify the lAC agoncies of i»?oJ®ot8 undertaken

This tendenojr undirected and largeljr unconscious but was basically pro- 
detaiiaiiwd by the organizational and functional structure which Qeneral ?an- 
denberg had purposefully oreatodo It alamed anew the lAC agencies, es- 
pecially State, and was severely condenned by the Dulles Repozdip No effective
